The Town Meeting, next Monday”

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THE TOWN WARRANT 


There are seven articles in the Warrant for 
the Town yeeting next Monday night, the warr- 
ant having finally been posted last Saturday-

THE READING ELECTRIC LIGHT 


TM Courtney wrote a letter to the Reading El- 
ectric Light last week which was a real whizzer 
It was written after their application to the 
DPU had been made, and assumed that informa- 
tion which was called for by the DPU was avail 
able to those who chose to ask for it. As was 
brought out by the hearing, the information was 
not ready, and two weeks was given to the Light 
Company to supply the information. 

Frankly, if we had been in the Light Com- 
pany's shoes, that letter would have dismayed 
us. The TM asked just about every conceivable 
question that could have been asked, and about 
the only thing he didn't throw in was the kit- 
chen sink. 

The fKeading Electric Light has always given 
pretty good service to Wilmingtm, and we have 
never complained of the rate structure under 
which they were operating as it was one of the 
lcwest in the Commmwealth. The new rate st- 
ructure is, of course, something that still has 
tebe proven, but we believe that it is occa- 
sioned by the real desire of the Light Company 
to improve its physical plant. 


We feel that any public utility should be self 


supporting, and if it can be shown that the 
Reading Light needs this new rate structure for 
the sole purpose of improving services, without 
losing mmey we will support the company. 
Perhaps there will have to be adjustments. 
The new companies coming into Wilmington not 
mly demand a lot of power, but also have, or 
will have, large electric power bills. We 
understand that Greer's, fcr instance, has a 
bill which is close to $2000 a month. We 
haven't taken the time to compute what this 
will be under the new structure, but there 
should be a cansiderable increase. 

We must bear in mind that more power will be 
constantly needed in Wilmington. AVCO is a 
case in mind. We understand that some of their

stance, Articles Two and Three 
on the Town Warrant. 
By approving these articles 
the Town Meeting will create 
the necessary legal machinery 
to allow the Town to apply for 
aten to fifteen thousand 


dollar preliminary ‘Planning 
grant’ from the Federal Gov- 
rmment. This money would pay 


or the detailed studies and 
final plan for the improvement 
of the square, 

At this time there is no way 
of predicting the final de- 
tails of the plans which will 
be developed, Neither is there 
any guarantee that the final 
plans will be approved by the 
Federal Authorities, or by the 
people of Wilmington. 

The answers to these ques- 
tions, once the exact proceed- 
ure by which the program will 
be operated, can only be de- 
termined by the proposed study 
paid for by Federal Funds. 

The Redevelopment Authority 
will have sole jurisdition 
over the conduct of the study 
and the preparation of the re- 
quired plans, 

Its members will be elected 
by the town in March, in ex- 
actly the same manner as the 
Housing Authority. Until March 
the Selectmen would appoint 
interim members who would be 
empowered to formally apply 
for the proposed federal grant. 

One member of the Redevelop- 
ment Authority, as in the case 
of the Housing Authority, 
would be a Wilmington resident 
appointed by the State Housing 
Board. 

If the final plans are ap- 
proved by the Town, the State 
Housing Board and the Federal 
Government, and actually car- 
ried out, two thirds of the 
cost of the project wuld be 
reimbursed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The original planning 
grant would be counted as part 
of the cost. If the plan is 
not carried out, there is no 
cost to the town for the pre- 
liminary studi 

While the Redevelopment Au- 
thority is completing its stud 
ies the Planning Board must 
complete a general plan of 
“aster Plan’ for the future 
development of the entire 
town, This is essential to es- 
tablish final eligibility for 
Wilmington’ s Urban Renewal 
Project. 

The Federal Government will 
support half the cost of the 
Planning Board program through 
Title 7' grants - the first 
of which was awarded to Wilm- 
ington last spring. 

Wilmington’ s eligibility to 
participate in this program is 
a direct result of the out- 
standing work and accomplish - 
ments of the Board of Health, 
Planning Board, and other ag- 
ents of the town. 

Such eligibility is conting- 
ent upon comprehensive zoning, 
subdivision, building, health 
and housing codes, school ac- 
commodations planning and sim- 
ilar tangible achievements in 
which the Town of Wilmington 
has been a leader in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts dur 
ing the past few years. 

If Wilmington enters upon 
this program it will be the 
smallest community and the 
only town in Massachusetts to 


do so to date. 

In the opinion of the Plan- 
ning Board, the Board of sel- 
ectmen and the Town Manager, 
Urban Renewal offers the only 
comprehensive solution to the 
problems of Wilmington Square 
legally possible under the Gen 
eral Laws of the Commonweal th 
of Massachusetts. It is the 
one legal means through which 
an agency of the Town may as- 
semble land through purchase 
or through eminent domain for 
the purpose of resale under 
conditions which protect and 
advance the public interest. 
And the problems of Wilming- 
ton Square are inescapably re- 
lated to the public wel fare. 
Commuter parking for patrons 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad 
offstreet parking for retail 
shoppers, traffic congestion 
on Main Street, loss of Wil- 
mington’s retail dollar to 
other communities, the lack of 
incentive for new investment 
in the Square, the steady ec- 
onomic deterioration of the 
area--all these are part of 
the overall problem--and thev 
require a comprehensive solu- 
tion.

the cyrotron is that the colder 
a metal is the better it will 
conduct electricity. Working 
in these ultra-cold tempera- 
tures is a part of the science 
of Cyrogenics which creates a 
strange world where the ther- 
mometer often approaches ab- 
solute zero, minus 460 degrees 
where, theoretically, all 
molecular action comes to a 
complete halt. 

In these regions of cold a 
rubber bal] shatters like a 
Christmas tree ornament.

How does he get such tempera- 
tures?--with liquid helium, 
which maintains a temperature 
of about 4 degrees, Absolute. 
The new digital computors 
which wil] without doubt be 
made as a result of Buck’s in- 
vention, now being patented, 
will occupy a space of about 
one cubic fgot. In that space 
there will be not 10,000 radio 
tubes, but instead 10,000 cy- 
rotrons, all neatly arranged 
in rows upon rows. The temper- 
ature wil] be, of course, 4 
degrees (Absolute), and will 
be maintained by simply adding 
more liquid helium, as needed. 
Mr Buck modestly says that he 
didn’ t do all the work by him- 
self. He has had nine assist- 
ants, each of whom has written 
his thesis for his PhD as the 
result of his work with Buck. 
It will be several years yet, 
before such an electronic com- 
puter is made, but--and this 
is the exciting possibility-- 
Mr Buck believes it is entire- 
ly possible to have computors 
in the not too distant future 
with 250, 000 cyrotrons--some- 
thing in other words that will 
be 25 times greater in numbers 
and perhaps in scope, than the 
one that is now envisioned, 
And, he says, this too, might 
be contained in one cubic 
foot.
